A Building; Inquiry 


T 


HERE was a building trades strike nt Madison 


this spring. 
It has been settlor! through the 


nscnry of neutral investigators, upon which \vcre 
men of considerable prominence, in cily and-state 
affairs, indnding memhers of the university fac- 
ullv, business men and others. 
Their inquir>' 


prior to the settlement led not only into a discus- 
sion of the causes of the strike, hut into a general 
investigation of building costs, through wages, 
material prices and profits. 
Following the set- 


tlement of the strike the committee issued a re- 
port on building conditions notable chiefly for 
•two things --one the assurance that homes can 
'be erected now at a cost substantially lower 
llinn that prevailing last year and the year be- 
fore. but thai not much lower prices are in 
.sight for the immediate future; the other a sug- 
gestion of permanent machinery for the preven- 
tion of strikes in the. building trades. This last 
proposal envisions a board of nine, three repre- 
senting contractors, three the -building trades 
'imd three the public, with the chairman a mem- 
ber of the public group. This board would ne- 
gotiate new wage agreements yearly, and arbi- 
trate any disputes which could not he set Hod by 
agreement. 


The investigation and report is of interest 


in La Crosse in that it touches a matter close to 
us, both on the side of industrial peace and on 
that of housing shortage. 
And since conditions 


in Madison are, roughly, very much similar to 
those in La Crosse. some interpretation of the 
Madison report may he useful here in the ab- 
sence of any similar unprejudiced sifting of the 
local situation.

Broadly speaking, the committee's report 


'justifies present building costs hy the produc- 
•tion of supporting data, and it leaves the impres- 
sion that they who defer building now in the 
:hope of material reductions later on arc likely 
'to be disappointed. 
Its proceedings were had 


rwith what appears to have been friendly co-op- 
rjation of both the building trades rnd the con- 
tractors. 
It had access to accounts and to 
con- 


tracts between the two, and it arrived at the con- 
clusion that neither was taking any undue ad- 
vantage of the community. 


The committee's table showing reduction in 


the wholesale cost of building materials indicates 
'on average reduction that, may not be far from 
'thirty per cent. 
Roundly, the reduction in 


wages may he placed at ten per cent to which 
something may he added, if the expressed 
pur- 


pose of the. contractors is carried out, in the form 
of a reduction of overhead charged by contract- 
ors against labor carried in employment. 
Had 


1he committee showed the markup of retailers 
an building material, the. question of to what 
extent the home builder gets the advantage of 
reductions in wholesale material costs might 
have, been approached more closely, but doubt- 
less this was found impractical because so many 
«f the. contractors earn' their own material 
stocks purchased wholesale. 


Undoubtedly the greatest achievement of 


the commit leo was the adoption of its plan for 
avoiding strikes in tho 'building trades. 
Such 


a plan has been in operation in Cedar Rapids, 
lown, for something like a dozen years, and we 
nre informed that not a single strike has taken- 
Place then-- since it was initialed. 
If as a re- 


sult of (ho cnnimitlee's plan the utter waste of 
^vagrs, profits and production involved in 
con- 


stantly recurring strikes is hereafter avoided in 
Madison, 
the. ar-hiovomonl \yill prove a signal 


victory for common sense and community wel- 
frirc. 


On the financial side, two obstacles always 


present themselves to building. 
One is diffi- 


culty of securing loans at an inviting interest 
r;ile; the other d i f f i c u l t y in procuring as much 
credit a:; the modest, home-builder needs. 


The enmmitlee's investigation convinced it 


'h.'il I\l;i<]jsun i n s ' i l u l i o n s >ire prepared to furnish 
all necessary money for local building plans up 
lo fifty per cent of total cost, bill it does not ox- 


int [he interest rate for this purpose will 


sink much below ruling banking interest rates, 
or at present around 7 per cent. 
H finds that 


building and loan associations will loan as high 
as seventy-live per cent of cost to thrifty people, 
and urges that they be enlarged to sufficient ca- 
pacity to take care of demands which at pres- 
ent they are unable to meet. 


The conclusion to be drawn from the 
com- 


mittee's report is that a, person of good reputa- 
tion, possessed of twenty-five per cent of the cost 
of a dwelling, can build now, and that his build- 
ing, cost will he considerably reduced from Ihe 
peak of 1920. 
We'll make an all-around hazard 


of twenty per cent, not more. The elTe.cl of the
